lic sentiment seems to be strongly ad* 
verse to tbe scheme. Tbe opposition la 
not against tbs extension ef water mains 
where there la an evident mod for them, 
but tbe general Impression Is that tbe 
scheme now before tbe Town Oounoll 
anticipates by several yearn t bs necessity 
of water m ale* la some of tbs street# 
proposed. 

It la also urged that before any action 
la taken towards extending tbe water 
supply system an accurate and oomplete 
financial statement as to operating ex. 
peases and profits of tbe w iter depart¬ 
ment be forthcoming. Part ©a wbo have 
cloaely studied tbe elaborate plan of 
extension recommended by tbe water 
committee have reached a, different con¬ 
clusion aa to tbe necessities of tbe town 
for mpre water mains either for domestic 
purposes or for fire protection. 

Ibe water committee’s plan oalls for 
8,000 feet of pipe on upper Broad street, 
together with an additional measuring 
meter on npper Broad street, and other 
supplies costing several hundred dollars. 

There is said to be no present urgent 
necessity tor tbe upper Broad street 
main. There would be but a trifling 
amount of revenae from It, and It is 
suggested that It be cat out of this 
year's recommendation entirely. 

It Is generally admitted that but little 
revenne, If any, would be derived from 
She extension of water mains In tbe 
Sliver Lake section, yet tbe water com¬ 
mittee’s plan oalls tor water malna In 
Thomas, Edison and AIv
